Comment, The report indicates that the target date of 1 August 
1952 which was previously reported fixed for the becinning of construc- 25X1 
tion work willl orobably be kept. The informa- 
tion confirms the scheduled extension of the North-South runway to the 
south toward the drainage ditch. The restricted Jeisse Stadt Settlement 
still quarters a portion of the air force construction unit. The bulk of 
this unit is assizmed to construction work at the airfields near Retzow 
arm Buchholz. 
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
